There was no plea filed by the deiend- 
ant atthat term of the court, nor at 
any other term thereof until the case 
came on for trial at the November 
term 1877. The 285lst section of the 
code requires that the plea of non est 
factum, denying the execution of the 
written contract declared on, must be 
on oath and filed at the firat term after 
the service is perfected. In Stanton 
vs. Burge, 34th Geo.

MR. HAYES WRITES A LETTER. 
And so Hayes is concerned in the 
Louisiana prosecutions? Verily, he 
looks forward to a very stormy port in- 
deed when he intimates in his letter to 
the attorney general that the trial of 
the knaves of the Louisiana returning 
board may call for government inter- 
vention.

7HZ BANKRUPT LAW. 


Tbe bankrupt law has served its 
purpose. When properly used it isa 
good law—it was entirely proper to 
relieve the pressure just after the war. 
But now since business has become 
settled, and is in legitimate channels, it 
is the harbor of many fraudulent tran. 
sactions that hinder trade, and des- 
troys the credit of all our small dealers. 

No step could be taken by congress 
that would so readily restore confi» 
dence in commercial transactions than 
a repeal of this law. Itis used now 
more by the fraudulent debtor than 
the uafortunate—and from now on it 
will be used only as a decoy to get the 
goods of honest dealers, so as to cover 
it with this law. 

Let congress now urge with all its 
power ite repeal. Then men will pay 
their debts when they cana, and would 
not be so ready to shield themselves 
under @ Jaw that has been sadly pers 
verted. The thousands of men who 
can so easily make settlements now 
under this law will have to be more 
particular when they contract debts. 
Let it be done. 


OPPOSITION TO SILVER. 


Mr. Hill is willing for silver to be re« 
monetized if there is an arbitrary pro- 
vision put in the law making the 
amount of silver metal in the dollar 
equal to gold. This is precisely what 
the mon¢y-power are fighting tor. Such 
a provision would give them the per 
ceat on their gold which they had in 
view when silver was stealthily demon- 
etized. It is practically taking ten per 
cent out of the pockets of the poor to 
putin the coffers of holders of inactive 
capital. What the people want is the 
dollar that was worth three per cent 
premium before the act. of 
demonitization. They do not 
want silyr made dearer. There would 
be no practical relief in such a move- 
ment. Shey want gold made cheaper, 
and the fact that the passage of the 
silver bil! would bring about this result 
is the secret of the agonized despera- 
tion of the Shylocks and their organs. 
One argument is that gold will be de- 
monetized by the remonetization of 
silver. Well, who would thereby be 
injured? Not the laboring classes and 
the smelier business men; not those 
who operate on active capital; not the 
mills and manufactories; for #0 far as 
they are concerned gold has been practi- 
cally demonetized for many years. The 
truth of the business is, the passage 
of the silver bill will make money 
cheaper and thereby reduce the price 
of gold, which is now, and has been 
since the war, speculative. What Mr. 
Hill calls the “‘ honest” dollar is just 
honest enough to swindle the poor and 
put a premium in the pockets of the 
bondholders. 


SOUTH CARULINA’S DEBT. 


Our sister state is in the same pickle 
that Tencessee was a short time ago— 
she is trying to arrange her bonded 
debt on 3 basis satisfactory to herself 
and to these who hold her bonds. Last 
June a commission was appointed to 
investigate all her bonded indebted - 
ness, The commission held many ses~ 
sions, and minutely examined the 
whole matter. Their report was sub- 
mitted to the legislature now in session 
last week, and it fills many columns in 
the Char!vston papers. A more inter- 
esting document has rarely been pre- 
sented to a legislative body. It exposes 
all the villainy of the reconstruction 
period —the era of Seott and Patterson 
and Kimpton and Chamberlain. We 
have only room for a summary of this 
important document. 

It shows the amount of the coneoli- 
dated bounds and certificates of stock 
under the act of December 20, 1873, to 
be $4 396,290 41. Of this amount the 
commission reports $1,577,835 62 un- 
questionably yalid and funded upon 
vouchers about which there is no dis- 
pute. Ths amount affected by vouch-~ 

ers not issued according to lew original- 
ly is $2,818,454 77.. Of this amount, 
about $800,000 were issued upon valid 
vouchers, but were funded along with 
vouchers considered illegal or tainted 
with fraud. The amount of the vouch- 
ere remaining in the treasury is $8,792,” 
779, being an overplus of $199. The 
funding act of 1873 authorized consoli- 

dation at fifty cents on the dollar. Of

GIDEON WsLLzs. 

Our telegrams of yesterday an- 
nounced the death of Gideon Welles, 
who was secretary of the navy during 
the administrations of Lincoln and 
Johnson. Asa cabinet minister during 
a very stormy period of the history of 
the federal government, Mr. Welles did 
not acLieve any sudden renown, like 
Seward with his little bell, or Stanton 
with his army of detectives, but it is 
im possible to read his book on Lincoln 
and Seward without feeling that he was 
nearer and dearer tothe president than 
any member of his cabinet. The 
book in question was written to de- 
fend the memory of Mr. Lincoln against 
the friendly attacks of those who claim- 
ed that William H. Seward was the 
master and guiding spirit of the admin- 
istration, and that the president was 
merely a puppet in the han s of the 
Wily secretary of state. Mr. Welles’s 
defense is conclusive. He shows be 
yond alk dispute that Mr, Lincoln had 
a mind of his cwn, and that beneath his 
humor and simple manners there was 
a wiil as stubborn and as unyielding as 
the rock itself ; and, somehow, in read. 
ing the secretary’s monograph of his 
chief, one becomes possessed with 
the;- idea that, above and 
beyond the diplomacy of Seward and 
the aggressive tactics of Stanton, the 
strong and hearty conservatism of 
Gideon Welles was most acceptable to 
Mr. Lincoln and most influential in 
shaping the course and policy of the 
administration. 

Mr. Welles was born in Hartford 
county, Connecticut, 1802. He studied 
law, and in 1820 became editor of the 
Hartford Times, then, as now, a dem~ 
ocratic newspaper. In 1827, he was 
elected to the legislature of Connec- 
ticut, and in 1846 was appointed chief 
of one of the bureaus of the navy de- 
pertment, In 1854, he refused to follow 
the democratic party with respect to 
their ideas in regard to the extension 
of slavery and joined the republicans. 
In 1861, he was appointed secretary of 
the navy by Mr. Lincoln, and atter the 
death of the president was retained in 
that position by President Johnson.

Our last summary under the above 
caption included ali state business that 
had been presented in congress down 
to the 28th ultimo.

When 
the vote was taken on the subsidy ques- 
tion, Mr.Blount explained that Mr.Uook 
was unable to be present on account 
of sickness. Mr. Harris presented a 
paper relating to the establishment ofa 
pcst-route from Oatsland to Rocky 
Mount. 

On the 29th ult. Senator Gordon 
presenied the petition of citizens of 
Emanuel, Johnson and Montgomery’ 
that the mail route from Battle Ground 
to Mount Vernoa be so changed as to 
connect with a mail route from Swains- 
borough to Hartridgeville; a petition 
for the establishment of a new post 
office at Kea’s mill; resolutions adop- 
ted at a meeting of the citizens of 
Fioyd county, in favor ot the repeal of 
the resumption act, the repeal of the 
national bank law, and of the remone~ 
tization of silver; and & memoriai of 
the Presbyterian church of Dah- 
lonega, asking pay for dameges 
done to the church by United 
States soldiers in 1865. In the 
vote on the acceptance of Carpenter’s 
painting of the signing of the emanci- 
pation prcclamation, Mr. Hiil voted 
nay, and Gen. Gordon was absent. 
There were only seven negative votes, 
Mr. Edmunds being one of them. In 
the house Mr. Stephens introduced a 
bill to enable importers to yse metric 
weights and measures.

WHO THEY ARE. 

Col. Neims, the princi; al ki eper of the peni- 

tent ary, informs us that on the first day of Jan- 

las , there were under our penite: tiary Con- 
trol, the great number of eleven hundred and 
eight convicts. There were receive? from that 
date until the end of the year, 280 others, making 
atotalofi48s.__—. 

There were discbarged during the year, by 
pardons and expirations of sentences, 765, This 
leaves in the various cemps of the lersees, the 
namber of 1228 convicts. 

There are fourteen convic: camps in this state 
all under the control of less.es of convicts, 
and they are situated as follows: 

One at the Dade coal mines; one in Dougherty 
county ; one in Green county; one at Ssvannsh;
